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Larger student participation 
on faculty committees and plans 
for a new constitution will high- 
light ASSAC President Hank 
White’s “State of the Union” ad- 
dress Monday, the executive of- 
fice announced today. 


White will present his mess- 
age at the weekly Senate meet- 
ing held at noon in the student 
body offices. The public is we- 
come. 


The President announced that 
the address will cover two main 
areas: (1) the forming of new 
committees that students can sit 
on with the faculty, and (2) 
plans for a constitution conven- 
tion. 


“We’re planning on having a 
new constitution convention 
that will completeiy rewrite our 
present constitution,” White ex- 
plained this week. 

“The new constitution will

then be submitted to the Senate 
for approval. If the Senate ap- 
proves the new constitution, it 
would then go to the students 
for a vote.” 

A two-thirds margin would be 
required of both the Senate and 
the voting student hedy. 


“T feel that it is long overdue,” 
remarked White. ‘Most of the 
people in student government 
know that our constitution needs 
complete revamping It’s getting 
to be as long as the California 
Constitution. 

“Three-fourths of the Senate’s 
time is taken up with bickering 
about the constitution, rewriting 
the constitution, and new bills 
submited to the constitution. We 
would revamp it, making it com- 
form to our present time.” 

Continuing with his second 
area, White pointed out that

“last year students sat on only 
three policy-making committes 
with the faculty, such as the 
Curriculum Committee and the 
Speakers Committee. 


“This year the students are 
finally having a voice in the pol- 
icy of Santa Ana College,” con- 
tinued White. “The faculty has 
recognized the fact that students 
are concerned about the school 
and that they have broken out 
of their little passive shells. 


“They are interested and they 
are constructible. They want a 
say in policy-making decissions 
because, after all, it does effect 
the students. Having recognized 
this, the faculty has opened up 
12 new committees that the stu- 
dents can sit on.” 

In addition, the President will 
be addressing a Senate that “for 
the first time in recent history

El Don: Why do you disapprove of Krisman’s 
appointment as assistant dean at UCI? 

Doner: Krisman is a self-admitted radical and 
former activist in the SDS. The main point is that he 
is a radical. Think about the meaning of that word. 
Then think about paying a radical or militant $8,250 
to be a university administrator where the spirit of 
academic freedom supposedly reigns. The radicals 
have consistently proven themselves enemies of aca- 
demic freedom by distrupting classes, keeping stu- 
dents from classes, and advocating force and vio- 
lence against those who disagree with their rather 
immature philosophy. ; 

El Don: Why is their philosophy immature? 

“Donner: The SDS stands for change, which is 
fine; society is a long way from being perfect. But 
SDS demands radical change right now this minute, 
just as does a small child. Moreover, because the vast 
majority of Americans reject their Marist and Mao- 
ist solutions for society’s ills, they automatically de- 
duce that they can’t work through the system and 
therefore must destroy it—what a selfish, naive att- 
itude. ; 

El Don: What about the SDS being declared 
subversive by the U.S. government? 

Doner: That’s an excellant point. The attorney 
general has laid the cause of campus riots at the 
doorstep of SDS, while the director of the FBI has 
clearly outlined the SDS intention of destroying our 
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auto accidents. The drivers of the above two cars discovered 
this fact while searching for a parking space Wednesday.

say? Obviously Mike is a political animal and is go- 
ing to act accordingly. He’s dedicated to his cause 
and that’s what he will try to promote, just as I 
would mine. 

E] Don: What did you think of El Don’s edi- 
torial, “KRISMAN NEEDS LOVE TOO!”? 

Doner: It was basically irrelevant. Mao Tse 
Tung needs love as well, but the point is that he is 
dedicated to the destruction of our way of life. We’re 
not interested in whether Krisman is a nice guy. We- 
’re interested in his politics. Unfortunately most 
people have no desire to understand politics and 
then they wonder why everything is in such a mess.

Crime, corruption, and catas- 
trophe are the three C’s. Some 
50 years ago these three cul- 
prits grabbed most of the head- 
lines on page one on the lurid 
“yellow journals” and even 
some of the respectable papers 
of the day. The unhappy read- 
ers were up in arms over the 
despicable state of their cities. 
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- Their moral indignation arous- 


ed, many citizens, with strong 
voices of protest, charged the 
press with flagrant sensational- 
ism. 

World War I had been con- 
cluded and all had seemed 
peaceful again. Then on Jan- 
uary 16, 1919, the Volstead Act 
dried up the nation’s liquor sup- 
ply. But not for long. Almost 
overnight, pandemonium broke 
loose. Gangster factions organ- 
ized quickly, taking over the 
suddenly illegal liquor and beer 
industry. Rival gangs warred 
fiercely over ‘‘property rights” 
and “circulation priviledges’’ 
making the sub-machine gun 
famous in the annals of Ameri- 
can crime. Corrupt police, poli- 
ticians, and businessmen, eager 
to get their fingers in the rum- 
cake, left some living areas 
without protection. Many places 
of business, homes, and schools 
were bombed out of existence; 
these being the unfortunates 
that happened to be in the way 
of a gang war. Many innocent 
victims were wounded or killed. 


Drop in the Bucket 


These were unhappy times. 
But today, we oldsters know 
that these horrendous events 
were just a drop in the bucket, 
compared to the “saturation 
diet” of violence that is being 
fed us via the three big news 
transmitters — Print, TV, Rad- 
io. 
Let’s go back to Oct. 29, 
1929, when the stock market 
crashed and triggered the big 
depression. This was indeed a 
national catastrophe. It ruined 
many people and seriously hurt 
us all. But do you know that 
rioting and violence was hardly 
ever heard of. There are those, 
even today, that claim poverty 
triggers revolution. How come? 
This is one man’s opinion of

Their rulings 
have indeed tended to restrict 
police powers, weaken laws re- 
lated to public disorders, and 
add greatly to the PERMIS- 
SIVENESS of present day so- 
ciety.

And now, the Boob-Tube: 
Many thousands of our young 
adults have spent most of their 
formative teen years locked in- 
to the Boob-Tubes, accepting a 
wholesale diet of pure idiocy, 
mass mediocrity, and “phony- 
ness”. This element, phonyness, 
I believe, unhinged many of 
these people from the realms of 
reality involving decency, in- 
tegrity and sensible common 
behavior usually fortified by a 
well-disciplined mind. 

We are frightfully concerned 
about the astronomical cost of 
higher education. And any state 
agency that has “uncontrolled” 
access to over 52 per cent of 
the tax loot surely must be con- 
sidered a “Political Oligarchy”.
